Retail prices of beef in Chicago are; 
the highest they have been for many | 
years, and the peak is not yet reached. ' 
Reports indicate that an occasional | 
porterhouse steak will soon sell at the 
war time price of $1 a pound, 

In a shopping tour of various retail 
districts yesterday porterhouse steaks 
were selling at from 29 cents for No. 3/| 
grade to 90 cents for No. 1 grade a, 
pound. North side butchers are com- 
monly asking from 76 to 80 cents a 
pound for theif best grade of porter- 
house and some as high as 90 cents. 

The wide difference in quoted prices 
of similar cuts, amounting to as much 
as 61 cents a pound, is due to differ- 
ences in the quality of meat. The 90 
cent porterhouse is of the choicest 
steers, while the 29 cent steak is 
from a comparatively low grade 
animal. 

Several retail meat markets in the 
loop were offering the best beef cuts 
they carry at the following prices: 
Porterhouse, 60 to 70 cents a pound; 
sirloins, 35 to 55 cents; rounds, 40 to 
45 cerits, and rib roast, 30 to 45 cents 

Suburban Prices Higher. 

‘Prices run higher outside the loop 
and in surrouricing suburbs. Typical 
suburban shops yesterday morning 
were asking 70 cents a pound for the 
best porterhouse, 60 cents for sirloins, 
50 cents for rounds, and from 40 to 50 


cents a pound for rib roasts.

A DEMOCRACY OF LABOR. 
Clifford Raymond, writing in last Sunday's 
UNE on “the birth of .2 civilization,” disc the 
phenomenon known ag the United States. \ He saw 


in it something novel in the human story, “a. 
society of the average man successful in an eco- 
nomic state of the highest known development 
without a government of authority above him He 
has evolvéd into this stage of self-dependence and | 
responsibility, with profit to himself, against all 
the known rules of the game.” : 

He has evolved, and, as we would add, it was 
his great good fortune, unique among modern peo- 
ple, to begin as an average man, meaning by that 
term a man who worked for his living. America 
was conquered and colonized by workers. What- 
ever religious or political motives moved him, he 
came in the main from a class which in the home 
countries was largely without privilege and ate its 
bread in the sweat of its brow. Shopkeepers, 
farmers, hardworking folk who had never known 
or conceived for themselves a state of leisufe and 
existence of special privilege founded on social 
or economic caste. They came from an old world 
life of labor to a new world life of labor, and this 
fact has been and is of enormous significance and 
consequence in the eyolution of this world amaz- 
ing phenomenon of America. 
No other American nation, except Canada, had 
this advantage. All the Latin American countries 
were conquered by soldiers and organized by them 
and by priests of an authoritarian church. The 
Spanish colonized for domination through a class 
and not for independent labor. The American 
people from the first has been a nation of pro- 
ducers, concerned not to escape labor but to 
achieve freedom to labor for themselvesi and hot 
to create a foundation for the, leisure of others. 
The consequences of thig in the formation 
of what is the American type of human being 
are obviously many, but we have in mind es 
cially that of productive energy. It is perha 
the outstanding quality of the American, and it 
explains the American phenomenon in the aspect 
which most impresses the world at this time. 
Other nations are industrious, thrifty and able 
in practical affairs. But in none has individual 
energy and the gospel of work quité the same 
authority as they have with us. In all the older 
countries there are’ or have been till our day 
classes which were not justified by productive 
labor. ‘There never has been such a class in 
America from the beginning. Even the early 
planter and colonist of the south was a worker, 
a manager of productive labor, sustaining himself 
by producing wealth. Modern Europe emerged 
out of feudalism with stratifications involving 
leisured or nonproductive classes. Even America’s 
mother country, Hngland, was socially classified 
and is today. England was conquered, like Mexico, 
by a military class which dominated the native 
masses and organized a state on military lines, 
created privilege for the governing alien minority 
and gave authority to the sword of the ruler. 

The American left all that behind, and, while 
wealth and learning and even mere birth retained 
a certain distinction, it drew lines which . were 
faint and fluctuating in the vast, strong fabric 
which the roaring loom of American life was 
weaving through generations of struggle and 
arduous achievement. 

This is an underlying significance of the Amer- 
ican phenomenon which, we think, deserves more 
consideration, especially in England. If we may 
venture to suggest it, the British people in their 
effort to compete in a world releasing itself from 
the bonds of class and the incubus of aristocracy 
are handicapped seriously. England, in spite of 
its progress in political democracy, has retained 
its social castes, its conception of the dignity of 
leisure, its theory that producing material wealth 
is a function of social inferiority. It is not over- 
estimating the bearing of such ideas and assump- 
tions upon the British effort to say that they are 
a serious restraint upon it. Peoples are compet- 
ing more than ever upon the plane of wealth 
production, in gcience, in manufacture, in com- 
merce, Other nations, not merely the American, 
are freeing themselves from the bonds of aristoc- 
racy and the burdens of nonproducing classes. 
England will have.to do the same if she expects 
to retain her position and to progress in a highly 
competitive world of universal labor. | oo

BANANAS TO CURE 
BABY OF SCURVY. 
| HE following is an experience 
which was under the observation of 
a New Orleans physician, Dr. Ludo 
von Mysenberg. 

A child 19 months old was brought to 
the doctor’s office. The child had scurvy. 
| He was pale and pasty generally. His 
gums were sore and bled easily. He 
seemed to have rheumatic pains. At 
least, when his mother handled him he 
‘eried as if hig bones and joints were 
sore. The doctor had X-ray pictures 
made of his arms and legs and the 
bones showed scurvy. 

This baby was weaned when he was 
4 months oid, After that he was bottle 
fed, and his diet consisted principally of 
boiled or pasteurized milk. The mother 
was timid and slow about varying his 
diet. The physician did not change the 
diét very much except that he directed 
that the child have some banana every 
day so long as it agreed with him. The 
bananas were to be well ripened. None 
but those -~with plenty of brown specks 
on the peel ‘were allowed, The well! 
ripe, soft banana pulp was to be thor- 
oughly mashed. The first day the child 
was to get a level tablespoonful of 
banana pulp. This allowance was to be 
increased one teaspoonful a day wntil 
the child was getting a banana a day. 

In two weeks the mother returned to 
» report that the child wag eating its 
banana eagerly, that it was being di- 
gested, and that the symptoms of scurvy 
were disappearing. A little later these 
-8ymptoms had wholly disappeared. No 
medicine was given. The banana was 
the only cure usediin this case of scurvy 
and it worked. I imagine most children 
would cry for the banana if called on to... 
choose between it and spoon medicine: 

It may have been that other fresh 
fruit and vegetables would haye done 
just as well. Sailors discovered a long 
time ago that fresh fruit and fresh meat 
would quickly cure seurvy. Count Luck- 
ner, in his story of the Seeadler as told 
by Thomas, describes several outbreaks 
of scurvy and beriberi among his crew, 
which outbreaks faded within a few’ 


food. 
I suppose banana was chosen in this 
case because it is eaten raw. When 
thoroughly ripe it is easily digested and 
the heavy peel keeps the inside reason- 
ably free from dangerous germs.

Average Height for Na 
tion Is 11.5 Stories. 

Office buildings in Chicago are taxed 
a greater part in proportion to their 
rental income than those of any other 
large city in the country, according 
to a report recently completed by the 
‘ National Association of Building Own- 
ers and Managers. In a survey of 
fifty-five of the major cities of the na- 
tion the association finds that Chicago 
building owners pay out 19.8 cents of 
every dollar collected in rent, while 
the average for the other towns is 
15.9 cents. . 

Other cities above the average are 
Cleveland, Detroit, Buffalo, and Spo- 
kane. The report reveals the con- 
stantly upward trend of taxes—the 
one item that is beyond the control 
of the building manager. Following 
steady increases up to that point, the 
taxes in 1924 amounted to 33.2 cents 
per square foot of rentable floor area. 
In 1925 the taxes to 33.8 
cents per square foot. The next year 
they advanced to 35.2 cents per square 
foot and in 1927 the taxes amounted 
to 35.9 cents per square foot. 

Operating Costs Stationary.. 

Meanwhile operating expenses re 
mained practically stationary. The re- 
port is one of the most elaborate pre- 
pared by the association and covers 
the detailed expenses of individual 
buildings in the various cities. Al- 
‘though actual experience figures are 
given for each building, there are 
identifying marks of the buildings 
contributing to the report. 

One of the striking tabulations is 
the operating ratio of old and new 
buildings and the intermediate classi- 
fications. This tabulation reveals the 
fact that it costs about 20 per cent 
more to operate an old building than a 
new building of corresponding propor- 
tions. The cost of alterations, remod- 
eling, etc., in the oldest buildings is 
50 per cent higher than in the new 
buildings. The old buildings, however, 
due largely to their location at the 
strategic positions in business centers, 
dertve a much higher income from 
the rental of store space. ini 

Average 11.5 Stories. 

The report reveals the fact that the 
average American “skyscraper”. is 
11.5 stories high; that it has a rental 
area of 105,981 square feet; that it is 
17.6 years old; and that it has a tax 
valuation of $10.89 per rentable square 
foot. Office buildings in small cities 
of less than 100,000 population have 
an advantage over buildings in the 
larger cities in lower operating ex- 
penses, construction costs and fixed 
charges, including taxes. They have, 
however, a lower income per square 
foot. The net income of small cities, 
on the other hand, compares favorably 
with the net income of the larger 
cities on a dollar for dollar valuation 
of land and building. 

“The information contained in the 
report aside from its general interest 
is regarded as the most authoritative 
index to the efficiency of office building 
operation,” said Graham Aldis of Chi- 
cago, chairman of the accounting and 
exchange committee. “ Building own- 
érs and managers are able to make 
comparative analyses of their own 
performance by means of the report. 
It is likewise inva'uable to capitalists, 
promoters and investment hauses con- 
templating new projects, inasmuch as 
the highly competitive character of the 
office building field and the high cost 
of building demand the most careful 
and conservative scrutiny of the pros- 
pects of any contemplated building.”

on Charles Lamb’s story of the origin 
of roast pig, but is not the less enter- 
taining for that, since clever adapta- 
tions or imitations usually pay their 


way. 
The Origin of Beefsteak. 


The story given in that old book 
about the origin of beefsteak reads 
as follows: “The discovery of the 
chief sources of human enjoyment has 
all been attributed to some fabulous 
origin in the ancient world. The story 
of that important iteature of dinner, 
the beefsteak, was thus given in the 
middle ages: Lucius Plaucus, a Roman 
of rank, was ordered by the Emperor. 
Trajan, for some offence, to act as 
‘one of the menial sacrificers to Jupl- 
ter; he resisted, but was at length 
dragged to the altar. 

“ There the fragments of the victlm 
were laid upon the fire, and the un- 
fortunate senator was forcibly com- 
pelled to turn them. In the process 
of roasting, one of the slices slipped 
off the coals and was caught by Plau- 
cus in its fall. It burned his fingers, 
and he instinctively thrust them into 
his mouth. ,In that moment he had 


‘made the grand disc®very that a taste 


‘of a slice thus carbonaded was infinite- 
ly beyond. all the.old cookery 
of Rome. 

“ A new expedient to save his dignity 


at once evinced his obedience to the 
emperor by seeming to go through the 
sacrifices with due regularity, and his 
scorn of the employment by turning 
the whole ceremony into a matter of 
appetite. ._He swallowed every ‘slice, 
deluded;Trajan, defrauded Jupiter, and. 
invented the beefsteak! 

“A discovery of this magnitude could 
not be long concealed; the sacrifices 
began to disappear with a rapidity and 
géatisfaction to the parties too extraor- 
dinary to be unnoticed. The priests 
of Jupiter adopted the practice with 
delight, and the king of Olympus must 


have been soon starved if he depended - 


upon afty share of the good things of 


Rome.”

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Making lingerie is fascinating work, 
and the more of it that is done by 
hand the lovelier the finished gar- 
ment.

fully and beautifully done. 

The material to which lace is to be 
applied must first- be made perfectly 
smooth. Then iay it on something

A laborer has a family ef girls. He gets thirty shillings 
to subsist. It can live 


from hand to mouth if the mouth does not require much. 
‘The father works in a brewery. The girls go to work for 
‘five shillings a week in a match factory. Each additional 
five shillings a week means more to the brewery worker's 
| family than five hundred pounds additional would mean to 
a millionaire. An additional fifteen shillings, which three 
girls car earn, give the family comforts and keep them all 
fat. The match industry is sweating the brewery. What- 
ever industry pays the father is sweated by whatever trade 
employs the girls, and the ‘rls make a standard of starva- 
tion wages for the independent woman. What industry 
would pay sufficient wagés to a woman who =nust earn her 
whole living when these girls living at home can be hired? |

“On the Job” 
For several nights we had been 
engaged in firing upon German cross 
roads. Our gun bas been isolated from 
the other guns of the battery, 
and placed in afi orchard situated just 
outside of the village of Reherry.

After dusk we would pull out of this 
orchard and bring the gun forward 
to thé front lines as close as possible. 
From this position we would keep up 
an irregular sweeping fire all night, 
destroying everything which appeared 
on the roads and preventing the Ger- 
mans from bringing up supplies and 
ammunition to their batteries. 

Just before daybreak we would pull 
out and return to our orchard and 
camouflage our gum. Of course, the 
Germans observed our line of fire, and 
immediately, as soon as the light 
would permit, sent out a bombing 
plane to locate us and put us out 
of action; We watched the plane from 
our concealed position in the orchard 
as it was flying above the spot, but 
tortunately he never succeeded in_lo- 
caitng us. 

. Our infantry had heen making night- 
ly raids into the enemy trenches. One. 
night we received a new mission. We 
were ordered to lay our gun on the 
front lines and be in readiness to help 
the raiding parties should they meet 
any resistance. They were to notify 
us by means of a rocket. This rocket, 
when bursting, would discharge a 
\number of stars of various colors. The 
color of this rocket would be changed 
every night so as to keep the enemy

Sages ponder the psychology of the 
situation thus: All speaking celluloitis 
are divided into two main parts: First, 
the actual talkies, which include dra- 
matic dialogues and songs and the 
news reel subjects of famous men 
making speeches and so on; second, 
the sound, which include musicaj 
scores, synchronized with the film, 
at noisés snychronized as in “Wings.” 


news reel subjects or short subjects 
by famous péople are believed to bo 
doomed to eventual faflure or, at. 
least, only partial success, according 
to various important folk in the in- 
dustry. As any talkie is a competitor 
with the spoken «rama it is an imi- 
tation and reproduction of the spoken 
drama and hence is second to it in 
merit just as all imitations run second 
to the real thing. This is the comment 
of ohe group of Hollywood thought. 


Can't Compete with Stage. 
The minute the movies try actua’ 
competition with the theater on its 
own ground, the movies are licked 
from the start, they say. The only 
chance for these talkies is the small 
towhs where people have no chance 
to hear spoken drama in the theater, 
these pessimists hold. They also pre- 
dict that the high prices of the talkies 
will drive many frcm the movies back 

to the legitimate theater | 


such as Mussolini making a speech or 
John Barrymore doing the goliloquiy 
from “Hamlet,” or Al Jolson singing 
several numbers, will be the only real 
talkiés having a wide appeal, the un- 
believers opine. Straight drama in 
long form will not take, they hold. 

Leaving the actual talkies and going 
cn to the sound device which includes 
synchronized orchestration and noise 
effects, the sages foresee that musical 
effects will always be successful, espe- 
Clally so in small towns. The noise 
effects are looked on by other critical 
ones as the real major catastrophe of 
the sounding celluloids.

been fooled by them. 

-This has resulted in a stricter en- 
forcement of the regulation that all 
phonograph records broadcast must be 
so announced. 

The process of electrical reproduc- 
tion was brought directly to the at- 
tention ,of the commission by Clinton 
R. White of Chicago, president of the 
Independent Broadcasters association, 
when ,he appeared in Washington in 
defense of his station, WCRW, which 
has been ordered to show cause why 
it should not be silenced on Aug. 1, to- 
gether with 164 others. 

Broadcast Many Records. 

Mr. White testified that he was one 
of the first broadcasters to use records 
for air dissemination, and that‘at first 
the radio audience did not respond. 

However, since that time listeners 
have come to consider the electrical 
reproduction a very high grade of en- 
tertainment, according to Mr. White. 

“Ts it your opinion that electrical 
reproduction is a very important con- 
tribution to broadcasting,’ asked Louis 
G. Caldwell, chief counsel for the com- 
mission. 

“ Absolutely,” replied Mr. White.
